CULTIVATION 

(live  the  Dahlia  an  open,  sunny  space,  away  from  tree 
roots,  good  drainage,  normal  rains,  plenty  of  cultivation 
before  blooming  time,  a bit  of  fertilizer  when  the  buds 
appear,  loose,  loamy  soil  not  too  rich;  and  with  good 
tubers  well  selected  varieties,  you  can  grow  the  uest 
Show  Dahlias.

I guarantee  my  tubers  to  be  true  to  name  and  shipped 
In  good  growing  condition,  i will  replace  a tuber,  should 
It  fail  to  sprout,  after  being  properly  planted,  if  same  is 
returned  to  me  with  its  tag  three  weeks  after  planting. 


CAUTION 

Care  should  be  taken  that  the  tubeff  are  not  allowed  to 
dry  out  before  planting.  Should  your  ground  not  he  pre- 
pared for  immediate  planting,  on  receipt  of  tubers,  keep 
them  wrapped  and  in  a moist  place  until  planted.  The 
little  eye,  especially  if  sprouted,  if  exposed  much  to  air 
and  wind,  will  shrivel  or  die. 

Cultural  directions  sent  with  each  order. 

TERMS  CASH  with  each  order.  I pack  and  pay  trans- 
portation. I never  substitute  unless  requested  to  do  so. 
A second  choice  is  advisable. 

Order  early  and  avoid  disappointment.  On  account  of 
the  general  drought  Dahlia  stock  is  short.  Delivery 
at  planting  time  or  at  any  stated  time.

CACTUS  DAHLIAS 

The  flowers  are  fully  double,  petals  are  long,  narrow  and  in- 
curved with  sometimes  twisted  or  fluted  points  more  or  less 
quilled. 

13.  Bettie  Austin — Wonderful  coloring,  yellow  at  base 

blending  to  rosy  carmine  and  tipped  with  yellow.

14.  California  Enchantress — A huge  bloom  of  silvery 

lavender  pink;  fine  stem,  fine  bloomer,  good  keeper  .

HYBRID  CACTUS 

A cross  between  cactus  and  decorative  or  other  type.  The 
old  fashioned  stiffness  has  been  bred  entirely  out  in  this  type.  Very 
double  and  fluffy,  generally  broad  petals,  sometimes  twisted  or 
curled. 

22.  Eagle — A huge  artistic  blossom  of  sulphur  yellow.  Very 

free  and  early  bloom  on  the  best  of  stems,  a good 
keeper,  too $ .50 

23.  George  Walters — A favorite;  immense  blossoms  of 

lovely  coloring,  pinkish  salmon.  Very  profuse 
bloomer  on  good  stems,  a graceful  flower 1.25 

24.  K.  D.  Tripleorook — A first  prize  winner  for  best 

white  dahlia  at  Virginia  Dahlia  Show,  1925.  A 
seedling  that  will  win  favor;  beautifully  formed  and 
held  high  on  fine  stems 4.00 

25.  La  Favorite — Brilliant  warm  orange,  very  large, 

full,  fluffy  flowers,  held  upon  fine  stems 1.00 

26.  The  Grizzly — A great  favorite;  the  huge  velvety, 

bronzy  red  blossom  is  held  high  on  stiff  cane  stems. 

Its  big  fluffy  gorgeousness  is  often  11  inches  across. 

Fine  keeper 1.50 

27.  Dr.  Tevis — Is  sometimes  a peony  flower  but  always 

a striking  flower  of  pinkish  salmon.  It  is  very 
artistic  and  blooms  freely  on  long,  stiff  stems.  Very

28.  Tom  Lundy — A grand  velvety  crimson.  The  bushes 

are  always  full  of  the  huge  blossoms  on  fine  grace- 
ful stems.  It  was  awarded  the  prize  as  the  largest 
flower  of  its  class  at  Virginia  Dahlia  Show  in  1924  . . 1.00 

29.  Queen  Elizabeth — Sometimes  almost  a peony 

flowered  dahlia;  a large  exquisite  lavender  pink 
blossom,  with  some  curled  and  twisted  small  petals 
near  center.  It  is  held  high  above  the  foliage  on 
slender  stiff  stems

PEONY  FLOWERED  OR  ART  DAHLIAS 

Are  semi-double  generally  showing  the  yellow  center,  petals 


often  curled  and  twisted. 

30.  Blue  Bird — Almost  true  blue.  The  huge  broad  petal- 

ed  flower  is  very  striking  on  stiff,  fine  stems.  Very 
artistic 1.75 

31.  Lewie  M. — A very  artistic  brilliant  orange  and  red 

flower  of  good  size  and  on  fine  graceful  stems;  a 
very  profuse  bloomer 75 

32.  Mrs.  Jessie  Seal — A very  large  blossom  of  old  rose 

and  gold,  on  fine,  long  stems 1.25 

33.  Willmon’s  Masterpiece — Attracts  attention  in  the 

garden,  as  the  large  tango  rose  and  gold  flowers 
are  held  high  above  attractive  foliage  on  fine,  stiff 
stems .......................  .50 

34.  Mayerbeer — The  large  blossom  is  like  a huge  purple 

velvet  pansy .75
